Heap CoAcH « 1ST SEASON 
Lone BEAcH State, 1994 


Joy McKienzie-Fuerbringer was announced as Long Beach State’s women’s vol- 
leyball coach for the 2017 season, becoming the program's fifth head coach in 
its 52-year history. 


McKienzie-Fuerbringer was an All-American setter for the Beach, helping lead 
the program to its second national championship in 1993, and has over 20 years 
of coaching experience, including stints as an assistant coach at both Long 
Beach State and UCLA. 


“lam thrilled and honored to be coming back home to my alma mater,’ said 
McKienzie-Feurbringer upon her hiring in June of 2017. “This is a dream job and 
| am grateful for the opportunity to represent our proud university and be a part 


" 


of the great Long Beach State volleyball tradition and its supportive community. 


During LBSU’s national championship season in 1993, McKienzie-Fuerbringer 
earned First Team All-Big West and First Team All-Northwest Region honors. The 
senior was also named Second Team All-American by the AVCA, one of three 
All-Americans on that year’s team along with Nichelle Burton and Danielle Scott. 
McKienzie-Fuerbringer’s 1,480 assists during the 1993 campaign rank seventh in 
program history among single-season assist totals. 


She was as an assistant for two seasons in Long Beach from 1999-2001, helping 
the team to a Final Four appearance in her first year. She would later spend four 
seasons as an assistant coach at UCLA from 2010-14, winning a National Championship with the Bruins in 2011. McKienzie-Fuer- 
bringer has also been a director and head coach at Mizuno Long Beach Volleyball Club for the last 22 years, and she also owns and 
manages The MAC Athletic Club in Carson. 


Earlier in her coaching career, McKienzie-Fuerbringer was an assistant coach with Golden West College, helping the Rustlers to a 
pair of state championships in 1997-98. She also served as an assistant coach for the USA Volleyball Youth National Team in 2000, 
winning a NORCECA gold medal. McKienzie-Fuerbringer also gained some international playing experience, spending time with 
Martinus Volleyball Club in Holland and Murcia Spain Volleyball Club in Spain. 


McKienzie-Fuerbringer has a BA in liberal studies and sociology from Long Beach State. She and her husband Matt have two chil- 
dren, Charlie and Mateo. 
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Matt Fuerbringer comes to Long Beach State 
as the Associate Head Coach for women’s 
volleyball, part of Joy McKienzie-Fuerbringer’s 
coaching staff. 


Fuerbringer was an accomplished indoor player 
at Stanford University, where he was a four-time All-American from 
1994-97, also winning a National Championship in his senior season 
with the Cardinal. He won MPSF and AVCA Freshman of the Year honors 
in his first season on campus and left as the all-time kills leader at Stan- 
ford. Following his college career, Fuerbringer played indoor volleyball 
professionally from 1998-2003, with stops in Austria, Spain, and Greece. 
During his time in Europe, he was a Spain Super League champion and 
Austria Bundesliga champion. 


Following his indoor career, Fuerbringer made the successful transition 
to the beach, spending a decade as a professional on the sand from 
2003-12. He was the AVP Rookie of the Year in 2003, won eight tourna- 
ments in his career, and reached a career-best ranking of No. 5 in the 
world. 


As a coach, Fuerbringer spent five years at the Mizuno Long Beach 


Mike Campbell enters his fourth season with 
Long Beach State in 2017. He is also the head 
coach of the beach volleyball team, which he 
led to the national championship match in 
2015. He was also named the 2017 Big West 
Coach of the Year in beach volleyball. While in- 
doors, Campbell has primarily worked with the blockers and the setters. 


In his first season with the Beach, Campbell helped LBSU through a Big 
West title run and an appearance in the NCAA Second Round. LBSU went 
27-5 overall with a perfect 16-0 mark in the Big West. Freshman middle 
blocker Ashley Murray was named the Freshman of the Year while set- 
ter Jenelle Hudson became just the second setter in Beach history to 
win the Big West Player of the Year. LBSU ranked 19th in the nation in 
blocking with 2.8 blocks per set. In 2016, Hudson was an AVCA All-Re- 
gion selection for the Beach, leading the Big West with 11.07 assists per 
set. Middle blocker Hayley Benson earned first team All-Big West honors 


averaging 1.09 blocks during Big West play to rank fourth in the confer- 
ence. 


Prior to his time at Long Beach State, Campbell was the Head Coach for 


Justine Wong-Orantes comes to Long Beach 
State as a volunteer assistant coach for the 2017 
season, after a stellar playing career at the Uni- 
versity of Nebraska. Wong-Orantes was a four- 
year starting libero for the Cornhuskers from 
2013-16, becoming the program's all-time digs 
leader with 1,890 in her career. She was a two-time AVCA All-American 
at Nebraska, earning third team recognition as a junior and first team 
honors as a senior in 2016. Wong-Orantes was also named to the 2015

Volleyball Club as a strength and conditioning coach and outside hitters 
coach. He would then open up Team Rockstar Volleyball Club in Carson, 
where he has been an owner, director, and coach since 2009. He spent 
the 2013 season as a volunteer assistant coach with the UCLA men’s 
volleyball program, before getting his biggest coaching opportunity at 
the international level. 


Since 2013, Fuerbringer was an assistant coach with the United States 
Men's National Team, winning a bronze medal at the 2016 Olympic 
Games in Rio. During his time with the national team, he was respon- 
sible for developing and implementing all defensive systems and 
schemes while also overseeing player development, college recruitment 
and international scouting. He was the head coach of the 2017 Pan 
American Team, and in addition to the Olympic medal helped the U.S.A 
to a World League title in 2014 and a World Cup championship in 2015. 


“What Matt brings to our staff is very special,’ said McKienzie-Fuebring- 
er.“He has a great presence and motivates those around him to always 
want to improve. He brings years of experience from both playing 
professionally and coaching, and has an ability to relate and instill confi- 
dence in players. We are both excited to work with the players and want 
them to know we are here to help and support in every way we can.”

As head coach of the Sunshine 18-Westside, Campbell led his team 
to a Silver Medal finish in the Junior Olympics in 2013. He also led the 
17-Westside team to a Gold Medal finish in the Northeast Junior Nation- 
al Qualifier in 2012. 


Campbell had a superstar prep career at Santa Monica High School, 
leading his team to a CIF-SS title in 2006 while being named the CIF’s 
MVP. He also earned a “AAA” rating on the sand while competing in sand 
volleyball during his high school years. 


He went on to attend UCLA and was the captain of the men’s volleyball 
club team. He also had his first taste of collegiate coaching as the team 
manager and statistician from 2006-10 for the UCLA women’s volleyball 
team.

FOUR-TIME OLYMPIAN 


A four-time Olympian (1992, 1996, 2000, 2004), a four-time All-American, two-time 
NCAA Player of the Year and the holder of almost every Long Beach State record, 
Tara Cross-Battle was the 49ers first NCAA Player of the Year and set the standard for 
those to follow. Cross-Battle led the 49ers to their first NCAA Championship with 

a 15-12, 15-0, 15-6 victory over Nebraska in the 1989 NCAA title match in Honolu- 
lu, Hawaii. The 49ers went 32-5 that season and navigated through a murderous 
NCAA Northwest Regional where they had to defeat No. 3 Pacific and No. 1 Hawaii 
just to make it to the Final 
Four. In January of 2001, 
Cross-Battle was named 
one of the greatest 
collegiate volleyball 
players ever, one of three 
Long Beach State players 
named to the six-mem- 
ber squad. In 2004 
Cross-Battle became 

the first athlete (male or 
female) in USA Volleyball 
history to be named to 
four Olympic teams. 


Cross-Battle earned her 
first NCAA Player of the 
Year honor in 1988 and 
then was selected as the 
NCAA 

Co-Player of the Year in 
1989, along with fellow 
Big West Conference 
stand-out Teee Williams. 
At the 1989 Northwest 
Regional final, the 49ers thwarted the Wahine's hopes of reaching the Final Four in 
their hometown with a thrilling 11-15, 15-13, 10-15, 15-8, 15-10 win over the Rainbow 
Wahine. In that contest Cross-Battle recorded 29 kills, 16 digs and 10 blocks as the 
49ers prevailed in the three-plus hour match. 


At the Final Four the 49ers defeated Texas-Arlington in four games with Cross-Battle 
tallying 18 kills and 16 digs. In the national final vs. Nebraska, Cross-Battle had 20 kills 
and hit .529. She set a new NCAA record by 

totaling 126 kills throughout the 1989 NCAA Tournament. Cross-Battle 

concluded her stellar four-year career with 2,767 kills, the third-most in NCAA history. 
Her 5,694 total attempts and 1,578 career digs also place her first on the 49er career 
chart. She holds the top three single season kill marks, highlighted by 779 kills in the 
1989 season, 12th-best in NCAA history. Despite the high number of attack attempts 
she hit for a very high percentage in her career, .344, to rank seventh on the LBSU 
career chart. In 1995, Cross-Battle won the FIVB’s MVP Award (World's Best Player).

Scott not only excelled in volleyball, but also in basketball and track and field. In 

the 1993-94 season Scott was named first-team All-Big West on the hardwood after 
averaging 17.4 points and a league-best 10.4 rebounds per game. With that honor 
she became the only Big West athlete to earn first-team all-league honors in two 
sports. In the spring she competed on the 49er track and field team. At the Big West 
Championships in May she participated in the long jump, high jump, triple jump and 
anchored the 4x100 meter relay team.

What more can you say about the best women’s collegiate volleyball player ever? 
Misty May closed out her fabulous four-year career at Long Beach State by capturing 
every individual honor available in leading the 49ers to a perfect 36-0 mark and the 
1998 NCAA Championship. She capped her phenomenal season by winning the 
1998-99 Honda-Broderick Cup, an award which is presented annually to the nation’s 
outstanding collegiate woman athlete and selected by a national vote involving the 
more than 900 NCAA-member schools. She was just the second volleyball player to 
ever win the Honda-Broderick Cup Award and the first 49er to ever win the coveted 
honor. In 2004, May was inducted into the Long Beach State Athletic Hall of Fame. 


A two-time American Volleyball Coaches Association (AVCA) National Player of the 
Year selection, a two-time Volleyball Magazine National Player of the Year pick and 

a three-time Big West Conference Player of the Year selection, May quarterbacked a 
talented 49er squad to the first perfect record in NCAA history as The Beach defeat- 
ed Penn State (15-3, 15-10, 13-15, 14-16, 15-12) in five games to win the national title, 
the program's third NCAA women’s volleyball championship. In January of 2001, May 
was named one of the greatest collegiate volleyball players ever, one of three Long 
Beach State players named to the six-member squad. 


May led the 49ers to back-to-back 
Final Four appearances and back- 
to-back undefeated Big West Con- 
ference championships (16-0) in 
1997 and 1998. May entrenched 
her name in the LBSU record book 
with her 5,045 assists (2nd), 160 
service aces (2nd), 1,277 digs 
(3rd), .334 hitting percentage (6th) 
and 16 career “triple-doubles’, in- 
cluding six in her senior campaign 
alone. 


| Selected as the Co-MVP at the 
1998 NCAA Championships, May 
| recorded nine kills, 70 assists, 11 
digs and four blocks in the win 
over Penn State. In the national 
semifinal win over Florida (15-2, 
15-8, 15-10) she had her sixth 
“triple-double” of the season with 
11 kills, 15 digs and 32 assists. 


Since leaving The Beach, May has 
racked up numerous awards and accomplishments. She went on an unprecedented 
90-match winning streak with teammate Kerri Walsh in 2003-2004, winning 15 major 
international titles. Her successful career reached the ultimate highlight when she 
won the Gold Medal in Beach Volleyball (with teammate Kerri Walsh) in the 2004 Sum- 
mer Olympics in Athens. May and Walsh became the first female Americans to win 

a Gold Medal at the Olympics in volleyball history, and repeated as a Gold Medalist 
with Walsh in the Beijing Olympics in 2008 and the London Olympics in 2012.
